REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Keenan (U.S. Patent No.: 5,317,403) teaches a radio receiver comprising 

channel memory means for pre-registering a plurality of desired channels, a channel 
register key for performing manipulation of registering a desired channel in the channel 
memory means, time detection means for detecting current time, and information 
processing means for registering in the channel memory means a frequency of a 
channel in tuned and registering time detected by the time detection means as register 
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time upon the channel register key being manipulated, when the channel register key is 
manipulated with the channel tuned. 

Ha et al. (U.S. Patent No.: 6,490,724) teaches a method of searching a user's 
viewing habit channels storing in the habit database comprising channel memory means 
for pre-registering a plurality of desired channels, a channel register key for performing 
manipulation of registering a desired channe l in the channel memory means, and time 
detection means for detecting current time. 

Yoshinobu (U.S. Patent No.: 5,734,444) teaches a TV receiver having a channel 
selection control for selecting a desired program channel from the broadcast channel. 

However, the prior art made of record, alone or in combination, fails to teach or 
suggest a radio receiver comprises an easy tuning key for performing manipulation of 
tuning in to a desired channel, and tuning control means for comparing time of easy 
tuning key manipulation detected by the time detection means immediately when the 
key is manipulated with register time of each channel registered in the channel memory 
means, and specifying a channel of which register time is closest to the time of the key 
manipulation out of one or a plurality of channels registered in the channel memory 
means, and commanding tuning operation of the channel.
